The Federal Election Commission received a complaint that indicates Eugene Yu for 
Congress, Inc., and you in your official capacity as treasurer thay have violated die Federal 
Election Campaign Act of 1971, as amended ("the Act"). A copy of the complaint is enclosed. 
We have numbered this matter MLJR 6824. Please refer to this number in all future 
correspondence. 

Under the. Act you have the opportunity to demonstrate in ivriting that no action should 
be taken against Eugene Yu for Congress, Inc., and you in your official capacity as treasurer in 
this matter. Please submit any factual or legal materials th^ you believe are relevant to die 
Commiission's analysis of this matter. Where appropriate, statements should be submitted imder 
oath. Your response, which should be address^ to the General Counsel's Office, must be 
submitted within IS days of receipt of diis letter. If no response is received within 15 days, the 
Commissionmay take further action based on the available information. 

This matter will remain confidential in accordance widi 2 U.S.C. § 437g(a)(4)(B) and 
§ 437g(a)(l2)(A) unless you notify the Conunission in writing that you wish the matter to be 
made public. If you intend to be represented by counsel in this matter, please advise the 
Commission by completing the enclosed form stating the name, addr^ and telephone number of 
such counsel, and authorizirig such counsel to receive any notifications and other 
communications from the Commission. Please note that you have a legal obligation to preserve 
all documents, records and materials relating to die subject matter of the complaint until such 
time as you are notified that the Commission has closed its file in this matter. See 18 U.S.C. § 
1519.
